terials, furniture, footwear, clothing, books—every- . 


‘thing in fact. The cooperatives also sell such food 
products as are not produced locally by the collec- 
tive farmers themselves. * 
The village cooperatives. have their own tea 
houses, restaurants and cafes.

AT THE END of 1946, the Soviet Government 
called upon the consumers’ cooperatives to develop 
retail trading in towns as well as villages. Well- 
equipped stores were opened by Centrosoyuz—the 
All-Union Consumers’ Association—in all big indus- 
trial centers, mainly to sell agricultural produce. 
As is generally known, uniform state retail prices 
are fixed in the Soviet Union for all State trading 
organizations. But, besides this, there is also the 
open “collective farm market,” in which the collec- 
tive farmers sell their surplus produce. Prices on 
such markets tend to approximate those charged 
by the State. And in the cooperative stores prices 
for most products likewise approximate State prices, 
and are often even a little lower.

COOPERATIVES can charge low prices because 
the State has given them the right to collect and 
purchase agricultural produce in rural areas directly 


from the collective farmers, The cooperative so-_ 


cieties have their own purchasing apparatus and 
their own transport.
